We believe that he must be trying to produce paupers 
by forcing them to the barber shop. 


WHY? 


The Gas Company has declared that by raising- the 


price of the gas they would save as much as forty per 
cent of the supply and thereby increase the amount 
available for use. 


We understand that nearly all of the cities of the 


state are now tinder the higher price So, of course, if 
this reasoning is correct, their gas is safe. 


Elyria received its supply from the same source as 


these other cities. Have you noticed any increase m the 
supply of gas to Elyria, d'ue. to this saving in the ninety 
cities or more which have decreased their consumption 
nearly half? Neither have we. If anything, the short- 
age of gas has been more pronounced during recent 
weeks than it has ever before been in the history of the 
gas company. 


Is this due to tne general shortage of gas ? In other 


words, are those cities as short of gas where the price 
has been raised as is^Elyria ? If they are, what was the 
'gain in their increasing the price? If they are not, why 
are theyhaving gas and Elyria not having it in view of 
the fact that Elyria is on the same main under the same 
kind of contract from the same company? 


Incidentally, we would like to ask how. without 


manipulation, can the gas company supply these other 
cities with gas and deny it to Elyria? If the argument 
is good that increasing the price decreased the con- 
sumption and hence-the pressure, certainly the pressure 


" would be greater upon the mains now with a ninety per 


cent increase of other cities than it was before, without 
any increase in the price here. But as a matter of tact, 
the pressure in Elyria is less than ever before. 


- Are these things consistent? Does it evidence a 


square deal ? Does it appear that there is an honest at- 
tempt to deal frankly and fairly with the people of Ely- 
ria? ^ Can the gas company be trusted when they deal 
in this manner? What is being done about it? Have you 
heard? Neither have we. 


We have often seen hundreds of immigrants land 


at Castle Garden and at Hoboken. corraled within cor- 
dons of police, driven hither and thither like a flock of 
sheep, chattering unintelligibly to us, but excited and 
nervous among themselves. They didn't know what to 
do, where to go or just what was going to happen. They 
were a helpless company of irresponsibles. We believe 
that they very fairly represent Elyria citizenship on 
the gas question. 


The inconvenience, aggrevation and distress in the 


homes of this city due in our belief to the absolute dis- 
honesty and cussedness of the gas company in holding 
up their supply in order to force action should galvanize 
"ofur officials into such activity that the gas company 
would everlastingly remember that the citizenship o: 
Elyria are full-grown American citizens, independent 
and of sound mind. 


As was stated by a prominent citizen the other day 


in Elyria, the gas company has our measure and they 
know what they can do. Why is it being allowed and 
how long will it continue? Certain it is that if we are 
not going to have gas from the gas company, steps 
ought to be immediately taken to get gas from some- 
where, if we have to make it ourselves.
